Shortly afier 2 p. m., His Excellency the 
Lieutenant-Governor arrived, (accompanied 
by bis Private Secretary,) and attached his 
signature to the bills below. 

Charles Good, Esq ,anaouaced thit in Her 
Majesty’s name, the Lieutenant Govoroor’s 
assent had been givea to the Road Tolls 
Abolition Bill; Bill respecting the Statutes; 
and also the Bill to adopt the Canadian 

ariff. 

. His Excellency retired immediately after- 
wards, bowing to the House as he left the 
Chawber. 

“A QUESTION. 

Hon. Attorney General rose to a question 
of order, Betore the Speaker left the chair, 
and on the approach of His Excellency to 
agsentto certain bills, the member for Lillooet 
said, “we better Tet this matter drop until 
the other farce is over.” That was just be- 
fore the arrival of the Governor. ‘He wonld 
move that the words be taken down. 

Mr. pbreys said the hon. gentleman 
was wholl} oat of order; the words should 
bave been thken down at the time—the mat- 
ter was trivial. He was not in his seat at 
the time, nor could the bon. gentleman hold 
that be alluded to the Governor at all. 

The Hon. Attorney General replied that if 
the gentleman suid he did not allude to His 
Excelleney-then be wag satisfied to let the 
matter drop. 

It dropped accordingly,—the Speaker ob- 
serving that the member for Lillevet bad 
explained. 

THE TELEGRAPH.

A. Act in support of his assertion. 

The Speaker quoted from clause 44 of the 
Constitution Act of this Province. 

The member for Nanaimo said the question 
was, had the House the|power to summon 
witnesses ? 

Hon. Colonial Secretary remarked, what it 
Capt. Spau'ding refused to attead, having 
been subparnaed ; bad the House the power 
to commit for contempt then ? 

Mr. Beaven had never received a reply to bis 
note to Capt. Spaulding. 

The Speaker said the best course was for 
the House to wait for the passage of the bill 
giving the power.

This bill was taken up in Committco—Mr. 
J. P. Booth ia the chair. 

Hon. Attorney General said a serious in- 
convenience might arise if the Ist clause 
should pass, An opinion given by the late 
Attorney General was caretully considered, 
and it would appear great inconvenience 
would ensue if a private bill of this sort 
should pass. The pre-emption and other 
requirements had not been complied with ; it 
would be mischievous in connection with 
other Crown grants all over the country, and 
should thia bill be introduced, in every in- 
stance one would have to be brought in to 
cureadefect. In passing this bill, most un- 
fortunately, the House would be declaring in 
every paraliel instance, that a bill would be 
required. Tne course in England is, that 
every private bill is referred to the House of 
Lords to agcertuin if it ia detrimental to pri- 
vate interests; and if it is found to be so, 
then it is not aliowed:to go to law. Were 
this referred home, no doubt it would be de- 
clared objectionable, Mr. Stewart bas a 
Crown grant, and what better does he want? 
{t would be hard to get behind it. Then, 
again, the 2nd clause is objectionable—in the 
words ‘‘ihe sume shall be good, valid and 
effectual aguinst all persons whomsoever, 
notwithstand pg any irregularity or iotor- 
n ality in the original purchase of the raid 
land, or in the graut thereof.’’ He moved to 
atrike out clause 1. 

In order to throw out the bill, Mr. Bunster 
woud move that the committee do now 
r 6e. 

Mr. Robson wished to make a few remarks 
before the motion were put, as it would not 
admit of a discussion. He said Le believed 
that other important information was to be 
bad on this subject, and he would suggest a 
postponement of the consideration. 

Dr. Asb would be sorry to see a bill calcu 
lated to do so much pubic good, killed. 
Q .atsino so situated must be beneficial to 
the Province, were it opened up; the firs: 
comers should have the first privilege. 1: 
appesrs a wealthy company is desirous to 
opea up this country fur coal mining pur- 
poses. He instanced the misfortune to the 
Province of the Alberni Co. not being able to 
carry on its pursuits. A measure of this sort 
would] ad to the opening up of roads throug! - 
out the districts aud the west coast. He 
hoped no trivial question would be allowed 
to intervene to throw out the bill Surely 
we want the west coast opened up, and notto 
leave this section of the country for an- 
other hundred years in the bands of the 
savages. 

Mr. Smithe would oppose the bill on the 
grounds that the chiidren of the late Mr.

Mr. Smithe stoted the bill was a good one 
and he would desire to see it remain in furce 
forever, and with this view he offered an 
amendment. 

Hon. Attorney General moved to rise and 
report progress, because he believed this 
legielation to be beyond their province, ag by 
the B. N. A. Act, this House bad no power, 
except in the one particular, viz.: the Solem- 
nization of Marriages. Every other matter 
with regard to Marriage is assigned exclusive 
ly to the Legislature of the Dominion. Theo 
agaio it was retrospective legislation, and 
would materially interfere with and affect 
vcsted rights; the inberitance of property of 
legitimate aud illegitimate children. 

Mr. Robsen supported the bill. The first 
arguments of the Attorney General be differed 
entirely with, but the second the retrospec- 
tive part wus intended to be met with a new 
clause. 

dr. J P.. Booth agreed with the Attorney 
General that it was not a matter tor Provin- 
cial legislation. 

Hyun. Chief Commissioner in a clear 

argument, maintained the last view of the 
case, 
._ Mr. Smith said there was one thing certain, 
it wou'd be useful for British Columbia—to 
those living, not exactly in single blessedness, 
but he didu’t think it a ma.tet for Provincial 
legislation, 

Mr. Beaven said there would be no bart to 
anyone to pass an Act of the) sort, if it were 
not in the power of the House, the Dominion 
Government would tell them so. 

Mr R bson hoped the House would try and 
divert their mindsjof all they bad beard from 
tbe legal members, and treat the subject upon 
its merits alone. [nstead of interfering with 
with the law of marriage, this bill proposed 
o invite persons living unlawfally together 
to avail themselves of the marriage act. He 
could not agree with the views expressed by 
the Hon. Attorney General. 

The Hon. Provincial Secretary thoroughly 
sympatbised with the object of the bill, buat 
regretted that he could vot give it bis support 
because he was of the opivion that the House 
had no power to deal with the question.’ It 
was clearly a matter for the Domivion Parlia- 
ment to deal with. 

Mr. Smithe tully coincided with the views 
expressed by the hon. member for Nanaimo 
He could see no force in the objections urged 
by the Hon. Atiorney General. because it was 
not proposed to deal with marriage at all, 
but simply to protect certain persons born 
out of wediock—to legitmatimize persons who 
are at present illegitmate. 3 

Mr. Booth, of Cowichan, agreed with the 
Attorney General and others who had spoken 
that this was a question this House could not 
deal.with, It was, to his mind, essentially a 
Dominion matter. ’ 

Dr. Ash argued at some length in favor 
of the bill. He looked upon it as dealing 
with civil rights and not with the law ut 
marriage,
